At a meeting oí the College Theological 
s. Barber 
(Mod.), B.A., read a paper on “' The Church 
beginning with 
a brief description oí the spintual state oí 
the Mediterranean nations at the time when 
the mystery religions came into prominence, 
the essayist proceeded to a discussion of their 
actual nature. He shewed that the mystery 
religions were intensely emotional sacra- 
mental dramas, but with a far deeper per- 
sonal message than the State religions which 
they superseded. He then proceeded to dis- 
cuss in the mystery religions baptism and 
various aspects of communion, such as the 
sacred marriage and sacramental meals. He 
traced the reasons for the failure of the 
mystery religions before the rising sun of 
Christianity, and based them en the in- 
adequacy of their mythology when compared 
with the uniqueness of the Christian revela- 
tion. Having dealt briefly with the anthropo- 
logical theory of Christianity, he proceeded 
to investigate the influence of the mystery 
religions on ‘‘ Pauline” theology and on the 
development of the Church during the first 
five centuries.
